Congressmen, Council Urge 
Appeal of Jaeger Rezoning 

Two Congressmen are urging the 
county commissioners to appeal a 
circuit court ruling permitting high 
rise apartments adacent to Green - 
belt Park on what is known as the 
Jaeger tract. The deadline for an 
appeal is February 15. 

The city council at its meeting 
Monday night also voted to press 
the commissioners to appeal the 
ruling. Mayor Smith indicated that 
the issue was far more important 
than the zoning of this tract since 
it would mean a major inroad of 
apartments in the Greenbelt area. 

Representatives Lankford and 
Sickles, Democrats, said the In¬ 
terior Department has recommend¬ 
ed administration support of pend¬ 
ing legislation to authorize pur¬ 
chase of the contested Jaeger tract 
and its addition to the Greenbelt 
Park administered by the National 
Park Service. 

With Interior’s recommendation 
in the hands of the Budget Bureau, 
the Representatives told Chairman 
Frank J. Lastner of the county 
board of commissioners in a letter: 

“We believe, therefore, it is only 
a matter of time before the mea¬ 
sure receives full administration 
backing and congressional hearings 
are started.” 

The commissioners rejected on 
November 5, 1963, the application 
of a developer, B. F. Saul, to change 
the zoning of the tract from rural- 
residential to permit high rise 
apartment construction. Circuit 
Judge William B. Bowie recently 
reversed the decision. 

Sickles and Lankford said only 
the county commissioners can ap¬ 
peal the circuit court decision to 
the Maryland Court of Appeals. 
However, Mayor Smith said he be¬ 
lieved that a citizens’ group could 
make the appeal if the commis¬ 
sioners did not act. 


ALL "ABOUT ZONING" 
LAWS AND PROCEDURES 

A new pamphlet, ‘About Zoning” 
in Prince Georges County, design¬ 
ed to inform citizens on all phases 
of zoning laws and procedures, has 
been released by the County Prog¬ 
ress and Publicity Committee. 

The Committee, composed of 14 
county-wide organizations, named 
representatives of both the County 
Civic Federation and the Board of 
Trade to draft the handbook. In 
an announced effort to present an 
accurate and unbiased zoning guide. 

Chairman William J. Stevens of 
the Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission and his 
staff reviewed the guidebook, as 
did County Attorney Robert Math¬ 
ias. 

Following approval of the pamph¬ 
let by the full Progress and Pub¬ 
licity Committee, after more than 
Six months research, the Park and 
Planning Commission volunteered 
to edit and print the publication. 

Copies of the guidebook may be 
obtaind from Joshua Zatman, In¬ 
formation officer for the Park and 
Planning Commission or from Del 
Malkie, Community Relations Direc¬ 
tor, in the Courthouse. 


New Regional Library 
Dedicated by Tawes 

Governor Tawes will recommend 
a 22 per cent increase in State aid 
for county community libraries 
and to improve the University of 
Maryland libraries, he announced 
Sunday, speaking at the dedication 
of a million-dollar regional library 
that will serve Prince Georges 
County. 

The new library, 6530 Adelphi 
Road, Hyattsville, commemorates 
the late President John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. It is the first of four 
regional public libraries recom¬ 
mended by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission in its 1959 Master Plan 
for Libraries in Prince Georges and 
Montgomery Counties. 

Frank J. Lastner, Chairman of 
the Prince George’s County Board 
of Commissioners, announced that 
plans are being drawn for the first 
lor»al branch library building to be 
owned by the County, at Laurel on 
land donated for it by the William 
Stanley family. He also noted that 
former administrative quarters in 
Bladensburg will be converted into 
a branch library. Plans also are 
being formulated to build branches 
at Greenbelt and Belair. Most exist¬ 
ing branches are in rented quar¬ 
ters. However Lastner noted that 
the communities of Hyattsville, Mt. 
Rainier, College Park, and District 
Heights had provided library space 
in municipal or town-owned build¬ 
ings. 

Mrs. Gladys Spellman Prince 
Georges County Commissioner who 
is the liaison between the County 
Commissioners and the Prince 
Georges County Memorial Library 
Board of Trustees '- traced the his¬ 
tory of the county library system. 

The concept of building a regional 
library goes back 16 years when 
the county library board of trustees 
proposed construction of three 
regional libraries noted Mrs. Spell¬ 
man. This decision was aided by 
a study made by the University of 
Maryland in 1947 and was subse¬ 
quently reinforced by a study made 
by the Prince Georges County Lea¬ 
gue of Women Voters in 1958. In 
1959 the Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commission 
in its Master Plan called for four 
regional libraries in Prince Geor¬ 
ges County. 

Three community libraries had 
been in operation in the county be¬ 
fore 1946 in Laurel, Hyattsville, and 
Greenbelt. All eventually joined 
the system. During the first 10 
years after its establishment in 1946 
the county established other bran¬ 
ches. Today the system includes 
11 branches, three bookmobiles, and 
the new regional library which will 
not be open to the public until 
March 2.

For 1965-69 Planned 

A priority list for construction 
of roads and highways by the State 
Roads Commission in Prince Ge¬ 
orges County for the fiscal year 
1965 to 1969 was drawn up last 
week at a joint meeting between 
the County’s State Senator, Legis¬ 
lative Delegation and the County 
Commissioners. 

A committee consisting of Sena¬ 
tor Wheatley, Chairman Edward

J. Lastner, along with Delegate 
Meyer Emanuel who heads the 
Delegation’s roads subcommittee, 
will call upon Maryland Governor 
Tawes to seek confirmation that 
projects already committed by 
State Roads Commission are to be 
completed and not charged up to 
the new 1965-69 program. 

These top-priority projects in¬ 
clude construction of the River- 
dale Road overpass over the Bal¬ 
timore and Ohio Railroad.

VA Requires Questionnaire* 

Veterans and dependents of de¬ 
ceased veterans on the Veterans 
Administration’s nonservice-connec¬ 
ted pension rolls who fail to return 
their income questionnaires by Jan¬ 
uary 31 will not receive any more 
checks, and may even have to pay 
back the money received in 1963. 

Since these benefits are paid only 
to those veterans, their widows or 
minor children whose incomes are 
below certain limits, the VA is 
required by law to receive an in¬ 
come report each year to support 
the payments. 

It is asked that the card be fully 
completed and signed before it is 
sent back to the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration. 


City manager James Giese rec- 
the actual construction work on 
ommended that the council defer 
the swimming pool until after 
the 1964 summer season, indicating 
his strong feeling that to try to do 
it now “would result in an unsatis¬ 
factory pool at a higher cost.” He 
noted that trying to complete the 
program this spring, which includ¬ 
es enlarging and modernizing as 
well as rebuilding the pool and 
bathhouse facilities, would force the 
engineers to prepare plans hastily 
and force a contractor to do his 
work in a hasty manner. 

Giese also pointed out that few 
contractors would be interested in 
bidding on the job at this time of 
year, and even if it were started, 
it would probably not be ready for 
use when school vacation began. 
Giese estimated that it would re¬ 
quire between one and three thou¬ 
sand dollars to get the present pool 
ready for the coming season. This 
would be mostly in labor and would 
not be an additional drain on the 
budget. 

Meanwhile, he said, the engineers 
would continue to work on the 
plans and cost estimates, which 
have yet to be presented to the 
council. Giese said the construc¬ 
tion contract would be awarded 
some time this summer. The coun¬ 
cil unanimously accepted his rec¬ 
ommendation with little discus¬ 
sion. 

Library Site 

Early in the meeting a letter 
from the county library board was 
read, which stated that the board 
at its meeting on Wednesday, 
January 15, * voted unanimously 
against accepting the site next to 
the post office as a location for a 
new library. No reasons were sta¬ 
ted in the brief letter. 

Later in a discussion of the mat¬ 
ter Councilman Cliff Simonson who 
attended the meeting, said that the 
only reason he could determine was 
that the site would permit only a 
10,000 square foot library which 
would not allow expansion. He 
commented that in no previous dis¬ 
cussion had library officials indi¬ 
cated a need for more than 10,000 
square feet. 

Mayor Edgar Smith reported that

the site committee of the county 
library board had agreed to come 
Greenbelt within a few weeks 
to look at the possible library sites 
. The existence of this site commit¬ 
tee had not been previously made 
known to the council or citizens 
working on the library issue. Smith 
said that the council was deter¬ 
mined that the site would be in 
the area of the Center. One site 
that appeared to be the most pop¬ 
ular with the library board was 
the wooded area behind the Co-op 
supermarket. 

Simonson commented on the 
brief time given to the considera¬ 
tion of this matter by the library 
board at its meeting. However, 
Councilman Bill Hoff pointed out 
that the council caught the library 
board right in the midst of prepar¬ 
ing for the dedication of the new 
regional library and that the board 
agreed to meet with council only 
because of the urgency of decid¬ 
ing on the'possible purchase of the 
land from GCS for the proposed 
site. 

Parking Problems 

The question of assignment of 
parking spaces in GHI courts, which 
has been plaguing the council ev¬ 
er since the ordinance was pas¬ 
sed giving the city this responsi¬ 
bility, was brought to a head by 
correspondence between the city 
and Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Vella 
6-B Hillside. Vella claimed that he 
was assigned a highly undesirable 
space which he has had for more 
than a year and that the ordinance 
provided no procedure for getting 
it changed. 

In one letter to the council, the 
Vellas made several suggestions for 
revising the ordinance, including 
not assigning individual spaces. It 
was noted by others that the as¬ 
signment of one space to a housing 
unit has caused much hostility and 
even fist fights. On the other hand 
some citizens commented that park¬ 
ing in their courts was chaotic un¬ 
til spaces were assigned. 

Mayor Smith commented that the 
ordinance had been originally pas¬ 
sed as an experiment in solving 
the court parking problem, and 
that it was intended to be review¬ 
ed to see if solved the problem. 
He appointed a subcommittee of 
Councilmen Simonson and Hoff who 
together with the city manager 
and the chief of police will study 
the effectiveness of the ordinance. 
Simonson made the point that it 
was worthless to have any ordin¬ 
ance on the books that could not 
be readily enforced by the police. 
The special subcommittee will also 
study the problem of parking on 
Ridge Road between the 53 and 55 
courts. 

Other Problems 

The problem of traffic control at 
the intersection of Southway and 
Greenbelt Road was brought to 
the attention of the council by 
Simonson. He noted that during 
rush hours a wait of ten minutes 
or more was necessary to make a 
left turn from Southway onto the 
bridge across the Parkway. City 
manager Giese noted that the con¬ 
struction of a second bridge across 
the Parkwav was expected to begin 
shortly and that probably nothing 
could be done until the traffic pat¬ 
tern created by the new dual road¬ 
way was set. The matter was re¬ 
ferred to the manager for inves¬ 
tigation. 

In other brief actions, the coun¬ 
cil agreed to consider the matter 
of hiring a full time assistant for 
the city manager and referred the 
matter to the Personnel Advisory 
Board for study and recommenda¬ 
tions. In the matter of the threat¬ 
ened condemnation of the city 
%varehouse property by the state, 
Mayor Smith reported that he was 
trying to arrange a meeting with 
the chairman of the State Roads 
Commission to discuss the situ¬ 
ation. The council scheduled a 
meeting with the charter review 
committee for next Monday night. 
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No Site In Sight 

East Wednesday the County Library Board advised the Green- 
'belt City Council that the GCS-owned land adjacent to the post 
o^ce, which would cost the city $15,000 to purchase, was not suit¬ 
able as a site for the Greenbelt library. Several objections were 
voiced against the site, particularly the limited space available for 
future expansion, but in our opinion the key factor was the general 
feeling that there were other sites just as desirable that were al¬ 
ready owned by the city. 

Whether these sites would, on balance, measure up to the re¬ 
jected site is not clear at this time. It is unfortunate that the 
APB did not consider the contingency of the city being unable for 
whatever reason to obtain the land from GCS. Instead of limit¬ 
ing its recommendation to just one site, the APB would have been 
well advised to have evaluated all the sites in order of their pref¬ 
erence. 

For example, the city-owned wooded area behind the Co-op 
supermarket has been suggested as an alternate site. The ad¬ 
vantages cited for this land are nearness to the Center and plenty 
of room for future expansion and parking. Objections to the site 
include the fact that the land is composed of land fill and might 
make prohibitive the construction of a heavy library building. 
This could be determined by having soil tests taken to determine 
the type of footings required. 

In any event, we are certain that the cause of a new library 
will not be advanced by any recriminations or impugning of mo- 
tiviations by the various groups concerned with the matter. The 
selection of a site is going to take a lot of give and take, and it is 
only through a unified approach that we will he able to exert max¬ 
imum influence in getting the county to give priority to a new 
library in Greenbelt. 


A Greenbelt Reader Reviews 

by David P. Stern 
LUNAR FANTASY (“A Fall of 
Moondust” by Arthur Clarke) 

Addicts of Science Fiction, es¬ 
pecially those who are fond of 
Clarke's style, will enjoy this book. 
It is concerned with a lunar ex¬ 
cursion boat, sailing a sea of dust 
for tourists' benefit. As may be 
expected, something exciting hap¬ 
pens - the boat, with passengers 
and crew, sinks into the depths 
of the dust-sea and the resulting 
rescue, in which all improbable e- 
vents occur at the most appropri¬ 
ate times, is packed with action. 

Arthur Clarke may or may not 
be the greatest living SF writer, 
but he certainly is the most scien¬ 
tific of them all. In a field which 
is all but swamped by monster tales, 
psionics, telepathy and teleporta¬ 
tion, Clarke is one of the few wri¬ 
ters capable of giving a credible 
view of the world of tomorrow. 
Much of this is, of course, due to 
his scientific education and to his 
experience, among other things, as 
.assistant editor of “Physics Ab¬ 
stracts” and as officer of the Bri¬ 
tish Interplanetary Society. His 
forecasts of space travel and of life 
on the moon are meticulous and 
detailed, not less so than some 
which are done on USAF research 
contracts; if they seem less bold 
than those made by other SF wri¬ 
ters, they certainly are much more 
likely to be fulfilled. 

Viewed as SF, then, Clarke's work 
is first rate; viewed as literature, 
however, one can only award it 
what is known in school as a 
straight B. Clarke’s characters 
act reasonably and logically: but 
they lack emotion. For instance, 
the setting of “A Fall of Moondust” 
invites a great deal of character 
interplay, yet by the time the read¬ 
er reaches the end he is uncomfor¬ 
tably aware of the fact that he has¬ 
n't really become acquainted with 
the personalities of the book. The 
effect is similar to that created by 
some Disney films intended “for 
the whole family” and reminds one 
of those ancient murals which seem 
to be teeming with action, until 
one notices at closer inspection that 
all their characters bear the same 
face and pose. 


In spite of all this, as Science 
Fiction goes, this is the best; as 
Science Fictions goes, unfortunately, 
a story populated by tame but be¬ 
lievable characters is far above 
the average. Only H. G, Wells 
managed to combine consistently 
credible science with good fiction 
- but most of his work is fifty or 
sixty years old. Until a new Wells 
appears in the field, Arthur Clarke’s 
writings remain the top of the crop.

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Girls' Alertness Praised 

On January 7, two girls approxi¬ 
mately ten years old observed two 
smaller girls entering a station wa¬ 
gon occupied by three males.

I 
have written the parents of the 
two girls who furnished us the facts 
so accurately, and commended 
them for their alertness. It could 
have turned out the other way.” 

This incident revealed the kind 
of continued cooperation that the 
police department solicits between 
its headquarters and Greenbelt’s 
children and adults. It is also 
gratifying to know that the warn¬ 
ing about riding or taking candy 
from a stranger is being learned.
